In the Champagne on the west­ 
ern front the German troops :iave 
made desperate and futile efforts 
to break the French line noriiiwest 
of "Rheims, attacking in force along

They made 
especially strong efforts around 
Cerny and Ailles and against the 
Californie plateau. 
The French repulsed all the at­ 
tacks with losses to the Germ ans.1 
After checking the Germans the 
French troops initiated operations 
east of Cerny and capiured a 
strong German salient, while Ger­ 
man attacks on the left bank of the 
Meuse were repulsed. 
\ 
Raids and patrol engagements ' 
have occurred between «me Ger­ 
mans and British further north. 
Several Austrian attacks on the 
Carso, south of 
Gorizia, 
were 
checked by the Italians, Rome re­ 
ports. 
Allied efforts to check 
the 
submarine war were successful last 
week, as the British 
weekly re­ 
port shows a decrease of eight in 
the number of 
merchant 
ships 
sunk, and especially in those of 
heavier tonnage. 
German airplanes have again 
raided the British islands, this time 
attacking Harwich. 
Eleven per­ 
sons were killed and 36 injured 


by bombs. 
The British airmen 
pursued the raiders and two of the 
enemy planes were sent blazing to 
the ground while a third was dam­ 
aged.

the city spent a dreary Fourth of 


July, for the most part remaining 
in their nomes. 
Over 2000 of the 
Illinois National Guarr patrolled 
the streets in every section of the 
city armed with riot ammunition, 
and under strict instructions to tire 
if necessary. 
The only excitement 
of the day was caused by the find­ 
ing of the badly mutilated bodies 
of three negroes in the creek, 
bringing the death list up to 37.
